Mr. Chairman, Mrs Hawker and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my 4nnual Report on the state 
of the public health of the Urban District for the year 1947, 


The Ministry of Health in Circular 170/47 dated 31st December 
1947 have requested that the Annual Report for 1947 shall be prepared 
on similar lincs to that for 1946. This Report has been prepared, 
therofoxre, for reasons of economy in labour and paper in abridged form. 


In commenting on the Report it is intcrcsting to note that 
the cstimatcd population is nov over fivo thousand peoplc. 


There has boon a largo increase in i: numbsr of births 
(110/77) tho deaths remaining about thc samc (52/51). 


The Infent Mortality rato romeins woll under that for 
Englend end Wales (27.27/41). 


Hoart Discese provided tho largest number of deaths (19) 
boing just over 36% of tho total number (52). 


With respeet to notifiable infectious discasc, no sorious 
Spidemie oceurrcd during the year, although thore were a number of 
casos of whooping cough approximeting to the number last yoar (39), 


Poliomyelitis 2nd P2liocnce phalitis. 
England and ‘alos. 


During the yoar under rovicw the country recorded tho most 
soverc cpidemic in its history. Tho total numbor of notifications 
for England and iealos was 7,800 giving a notification rate of 18 por 
100,000 living. The highest rate previously rcocorded was!.in: 19358 
when it was 4 per 100,000. 


WO may rogard oursclves very fortunate in that only two 
cases wero notificd in the Urban District, both rocovoring. The two 
e2ascs were visitcd end onquirics mdc rogarding milk, food and water 
Supplies and 4 list made of possiblo contacts, with visits to the 
swimming both, and eny dogroo of fly infostotio n noted. No significant 
facts omergod from these onquirics. 


As a procautionary masuro the chlorination of the swinning 
bath was stcopod up; tho Infant Wolfare Contre and Sunday Schools 
were closed for throc wocks, and the Cincma Authoritics' discontinucd 
their ani drens’ mitinoe on "S: turdays for a liko poriod. 


Tho viow has boon oxpresscd that perhaps one of the most 
important facts arising out of our limitod knowlcdge of the method 
of infection is tho paying of strict attention to personal hygionc. 


. Stress is once cgain leid on tho importance of immunisation 
against diphthoric particularly as is tho case with the rest of the 
country thore hes beon a ,ralling off in the nwabor of children 
immunisod: viz. 66% (76% in 1946). 


The valuc of the day nursory to tho mothors and to industry 
is pe rtvicularly noted, and the importance .of tho nursery being con- 
tinued in tho Urben District under presont conditions. 


Mey I onec again cspecially cmphesizo the importance and the 
inere’sing difficulty of the care of elderly pvoople. The congestion 
in the houscs make this problom more acute. The difficulty is inercascod 
by the presont industrial policy of tcompting women away from their 
homes into part or full timo work <nd this tcnds to diminish the parent 
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A. 
I in cmclusion again express my appreciation to you, 
the Gouncil, for your continucd ccurtesy ana my thanks 
os for thoir "Loyalty end help.
